Engine* Hun Lj Cumpreiacd Air. 


Visitors to the Transportation build- 


ing yesterday had fin opportunity of see- 
ing a novel sight in the exhibition of 
several great locomotives running nt 
full speed, yet not moving an inch from 
their positions. 


This exhibition, the first of its kind, 


•was got up by the. Baldwin Locomotive 
•works. The engines lire raised so that 
the drivers will safely clear the tracks, 
and as they fly around with lightning 
express speed the sightseer has en op- 
portunity to stand in one spot :md bee a 
locomotive run GO miles per hour for a 
whole hour if he desires to do so. 


The motive power is compressed air, 


which is furnished from a compressor in 
Machinery hall through iron pipes. 


One curious feature of the exhibition 


is the steam like appearance of the 
hanst out of the smokestack while the 
engine's cylinders are almost at the 
freezing point This phenomenon is Qua 
to tho fact that the compressed air as i 
expands rapidly in going through the 
compound cylinders absorbs heat rapid 
ly, or, what is an equivalent, generates 
cold. Consequently, when the air is 
finally exhausted, it is so much colder 
than the surrounding atmosphere that i 
precipitates the moisture in the lattei 
and forms a mist, just as in the case o 
exbuust steam, only the conditions un- 
der which H is formed are exactly re- 
versed in the case of the coM air.—Chi- 
cago Inter Ocean. 


Chemical HffecU of Lightning. 


Lightning works chemically. It has 


tho power of developing a peculiar 
odor, which has been variously com- 
pared to that of phosphorus, nitrons 
gas and most frequently burning sul- 
phur. Wafen mentions a storm on the 
isttmna of Daricn which diffused such a 
sulphurous stench through tho atmos- 
phere that he and his marauding com- 
panions could scarcely breathe, particu- 
larly -when they plunged into the wood.

Archbishop Satolli's most important 


errand lins been to settle tho heated con- 
troversies raging about tho school ques- 
tion, lie lias communicated to the Cath- 
olic archbishops ;m eminently wise aim 
reasonable pronimriameuto. It distinct- 
ly acknowledges tho educntional func- 
tions of the state and approves the Amer- 
ican public schools. In practical effect 
this letter makes it permissible for Cath- 
olic parents to act upon their own judg- 
ment in selecting schools for their chil- 
dren. It merely insists that tho parent? 
and priests should see that Catholic chil- 
dren have regular religious instruction 
outside of school hours if they attend 
public schools. Tbe "Kiirihault plan" is 
fully sanctioned us mi alternative. Iu 
cases where parochial schools of as good 
quality as the public schools can bo af- 
forded, aud where local circumstances 
make it appear that the public schools 
are anti-Catholic in their influence and 
teaching, the separate system is advised. 


The archbishop has spoken with full 


.luthority. It is a great victory for Arch- 
bishop Ireland and the patriotic Ameri- 
can wing of the church. Pope Leo and his 
advisers have evidently mastered the real 
jtuarion iu the United States. Tlie holy 
see has intervened in favor of American 
Catholic parents, who can no longer bo 
restrained from sending their children to 
the public schools. The Catholic churrh 
will bo stronger by far when, in the spirit 
_>f Archbishop Satolli's statesmanlike ad- 
dress, it accepts the institutions of this 
wintry.—'W. T. Stead in Review of Re- 
news.

cases of cremation at Fresh Pond, but 
tho bodies of four men and one wouiiiu 
were reduced to ashes in tho furnaa1 
there on Tuesday. Tho revival of the 
ancient practice of cremation in our 
times is a curious thing. \Vo havu not 
yet seen tho last year's reports of the 
se\eral crematories in the country, b;it 
\ve believe tlmt over 100 dead persona 
were consumed in i hem during tho year. 


Nearly nil of these persons, with the 


exception of tho victims nf cholera, 
why were cremated 
in our bay last 


autumn, had left orders or had express- 
ed a desire that their bodies should be 
thus disposed of. The most of them had 
been agnostics or utheists, and a few of 
theur'-Theosophiftts. It is not to bo sup- 
posed that any of thorn, leaving ont the 
cholera stricken, had been believers in 
the doctrine of the resurrection of thu 
body at tho day of judgment, though of 
course cremation could not interfere 
with :-ny design of the Almighty. 


We know of two crematories in Rug- 


land, and there are others in several of 
tho countries of continental Europe. 
Should the cholera break ont in England 
ihis year it is probable that a number of 
tho municipalities will, in accordance 
with .idvice given by their health au- 
thorities, follow the example set by the 
New York quarantine commission last 
mtumn and crcmatb the victims of the 
dreaded aud infectious disease.—New 
York Sun.

The chief engineer and four of bia staff 
were in the engino room endeavoring to 
shut off the steam nnd to open tlie escape 
valves. They died, but they will not bo 
forgotten.

below the bridge, really means can alono 
appreciate the qualities which enable 
men to remain steadfast at their post in 
such surroundings in the hour of danger. 
It requires a atout heart to stay at Uio 
bottom of an iron \vell, with a dozen 
high pressure boilers before one and a 
square patch of sky seen through a 
hatchway 40 feet above, when the order 
on deck is, "Close all tho water tight 
doors," and "Call away all tho boats."

Statistics From the Social Kcgistcr. 
According to The Social Register for 


August, the number of prominent fam- 
ilies of New York, Philadelphia, Boston, 
Baltimore ajid Chicago who have gone 
to Europe is only 55 per cent of what it 
was at this time n year ago. There is 
also an increase of SO per cent in the re- 
turn arrivals from Knrope. This is at- 
tributed to the TVorld'a fair.

ing inland, and 2,102 are at tbe seashore.

THE MOTHER LODE. 


A Prospector Says It 
Extends 


Through Fresno County. 


Charles "Ward, a prospector, puts for- 


ward the interesting, if not convincing 
claim, that the great mother lode extends 
south through Fresno county and even 
to a greater distance in that direction. 


Mr. Ward says that he has traced the 


formation four" miles in what is no*v

T exercised my knowl- 


edge on i^ood roads when I settled in 
Fresno county twenty years ago. 


I spent months traveling over the 


country, wet and dry, and finally found 
a. locality where there was no mud in 
winter and no sand in summer. Three 
miles east of us one of T. L. Heed's 
freighting teams beat the record of the 
world, on a natural dirt road, in the 
weight of load hauled as compared with 
the weight of the team. Con there be a 
more delightful drive than over one of 
ourst rawed roads, fret) from dust, and 
an elasticity of motion compared with 
nothing else so perfectly aa a boat glid- 
ing over still water? 


Compare our winter roads—soil por- 


ous, that-quickly absorbs the rain; no 
mud that ever adheres to feet or vehicle 
wheels; a smooth, elastic road bed, ab- 
solutely perfect-compare this \\ith the 
water-retaining, iwnd-fqrming, impervi- 
ous soils of many localities, or compare 
it with the worst) feature of nnid that 
ailhi'i-ea to feet and wheels till locomo- 
tion is impossible—the dry bog found so 
extensively in many parts of our state. 
Make this comparison and then realize 
howlittlu mud we have for agitation 
about goo<l roads as com pared with other 
parts of our slate.

The experience of Allen Barr in cm- 


ploying white men to pick grapes goes 
to show that the proposition is a paying 
one. 


Mr. Barr bears the repu ntion of being 


a white man in every sense of the word, 
and his wifeis a charming lady who takes 
a motherly interest in nil their farm 
help. 


His vineyard is adjoining the Kl 


Modelo vineyard, and last year he em- 
ployed Chinamen to pick thirty acres of 
vinevard at a cost of $130. 


Tliis vear Mr. Barr employed seven 


white- nien—no' hobos, but white men 
who honestly wanted to work and did 
work when they got tlio opportunity. 


These seven men were paid $1 per 


day and board, and were, boarded and 
longed after the manner of a Christian 
race of people, with comfortable shelter 
and plentv to eat. 


Their record shows that they averaged 


ninety trays to the man j>ei day, or over 
one ton of grapes each. 


The output of tho, thirty acres was 


1000 trays more than last year, and still 
the wages for the pickers were $9_2,being 
$;}S less than was paid tlie Chinamen 
the previous year for picking the same 
vineyard witfi 1000 less trays. 


Four of these pickers, Messrs. Keener, 


AVest, Detrick and Burger, all of Fresno, 
were interviewed yesterday and substan-

The necessity 
of having an energetic representative at 
the capital should not be underesti- 
mated by our raisin myii, and they 
should no't permit economical reasons to 
prevent them from taking every legiti- 
mate effort to protect themselves. 


The importers of Spanish raisins and
